At the end of subtitle C of title XVIII, add the fol-

lowing new section:

1 SEC.18 . MILITARY OPERATIONS IN INFORMATION ENVI-
2 RONMENT: AUTHORITY AND NOTIFICATIONS.
3 Section 398 of title 10, United States Code (relating
4 to military information support operations in information
5 environment), is amended—

6 (1) by striking “‘congressional defense commit-
7 tees” each place it appears and inserting ‘“‘appro-
8 priate congressional committees’”; and

9 (2) by adding at the end the following new sub-
10 section:
11 “(d) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES

12 DEFINED.—In this section, the term ‘appropriate congres-

13 sional committees’ means—

14 “(1) the congressional defense committees;
15 “(2) the Committee on Foreign Affairs and the
16 Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence of the
17 House of Representatives; and
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1 “(3) the Committee on Foreign Relations and
2 the Select Committee on Intelligence of the Sen-
3 ate.”.
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
